To THE CITIZENS OF Min Pon: 


Your school board beg leave to offer the following re- 
port for 1887. The schools in town went through their 
usual course very much, the same as in the preceding year, 
being held in the same districts. Most of the schools were 
successful, but while some were more satisfactory than 
others, there were only one or two terms that could be 
called failures. We may mention as schools of extraordi- 
nary merit, those at Three Ponds, South Milton, Nute’s 
Ridge and the winter term of high school at Milton Mills, 
kept by Mr. Fred L. Smith. This must not be construed 
as any disparagement to the other districts or teachers. 
'These schools all had experienced instructors. Other 
teachers may have worked as wisely and equally as hard, 
but with different elements and surroundings the good 
resnlts were not so apparent. 

It is, or should be, the purpose of all to get the best at- 
tainments possible from our common schools. In a repub- 


lic like ours, where every child, every male child at least, 


and we trust soon every child, when he has arrived at the 
years of manhood, will be liable to take an active part in 
making laws for our government, it behooves us to see 
that each one is possessed of right principles and an edu- 
cation that will fit him to act wisely and well. | 

To gain these results we once more urge the parents 


and others in each district to take an active interest inthe ,

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public schools, and so far as may be further the efforts of 
the school board to accomplish this end. When we con- 


template the fact that more than a half million of persons 


are coming to this country annually from foreign lands, 
emigrants whose ways, habits and customs are entirely 
dissimilar to our own, thousands among them utterly un- 
able to understand our language, we shall see the neces- 
sity of keeping our common schools intact and up to the 
highest standard, and having the principles of patriotism, 
temperance and morality, truth, honor and justice, to say 
nothing of civil and religious liberty, early instilled into 
the minds of the rising generation. ‘“ Whoso readeth let 
him understand;”’ ‘“‘a word to the wise is sufficient.” 

We wish to thank those who, heeding the request of the 
board last year, came to them direct whenever they saw 
anything that needed change or correction. By taking 
this course several matters were happily adjusted which 
otherwise might have grown to the proportions of moun- 
tains. May the same prudent course be pursued in the 
future. 2 | | 

We would once more call attention to the condition of 
the schoolhouse at South Milton. A new house is needed. 
We ask every citizen who may have the opportunity to 
visit the schoolhouse in that district and see whether the 
present structure is not something besides an honor to the 
town. : 

We take pleasure in saying that the schoolhouse on 
Nute’s Ridge was painted by Mr. Lewis W. Nute, a former 
resident of the district, at his own expense. The board, 
in behalf not only of that district but of the whole town, 


_ returns him its sincere thanks. The school on Plumer’s 


Ridge was the shortest intown. We shall use our influ- 
ence the coming season to have the terms lengthened 
enough to equalize the deficiency. 
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On the night of Sept. 19, 1887, the store of Mr.Ira Mil- _ 
ler, treasurer for both town and district, was broken open 
and his safe rifled. A large sum of money belonging to 
the town and district was stolen. It was apprehended 
that this might shorten the terms of schools, but Mr. Mil- 
ler made good the losses, and the schools were kept their 
full length. During the past year rather more than the 
usual attention has been given to penmanship and spellings 
and with excellent results. We deem this a matter of con- 
siderable moment. A person with fine talents may be un- 


able to give satisfaction to his employer, when engaged as 
an accountant or clerk, simply because his penmanship is — ae. 
poor or his spelling faulty. Those who do not become’ ee 
good spellers in youth will seldom become so later in life. — p 


Parents can help their children much by hearing them spell ; 
at home, having family spelling matches, and inviting the 4 
children in the neighborhood, and the good attained will 
well repay the efforts put forth. With themany copy- 
books now in use, children can practice writing at home, 
and any one with the least ambition can soon learn to write 
a good hand. Many of the little children in our schools 
can already do so. | 3
